Since the 
differences between Shi'iwn aod the Ahle Siinnah pertain to grave mai- 
lers of Imaan and kufr. and not minor technical points and fiqhi 
majaail, it is essentiol that every Muslim be made aware of the bdkft 
and teachings of Shi'itm. 

Under the false pretence of 'uniiy', the advocates of Shl'Um are tolling 
to foist the baatil of the Shiah leligion on the Ummah. 'Unity' or im- 
agined unity seems to be the craze of those deficient in Imaan and lacking 
in A'mul. Their concept of unity is of greater importance lo them than 
ihe Imaan which Is the product of Wahi which decended upon Rasulullah 
(sallallahu alayhi waiallam). In their politically motivated concept of 
unity, the product of the baneful nafs in ihe pursuit of aggrandizement 
ar.d materialism, they are prepared io shelve and even discard the essen- 
tial requirements of Imaan. For those oj the Ahle Sunnah-fcr the 
Ummah-ihii is intolerable. 

Sbi'ism cannot be reconciled with the Imaan taught and commanded by 
Rasulullah isallailahu alayhi wasallam). Thai Imaan is entirely at 
variance wilh ihe biand of Islam advocated by Shi'ism. The Shariah of 
the Qur'aan Is not the religion of the Shiaas. The Qadiaiiis also claim to 
be following the Qur'aan and the Sunnah. The Shtahs too. Bui. their life, 
their religion, their beliefs and actions, their atttltudes and conceptions 
arc no) those of that Imaan which the Ummah of Nabt-e~Kareem

CONCLUSION 

In ihe aforegoing pages it has been abuadamty clarified thai Stu'fcm 
stand on ihe bads of hatred for the Sahsbah of Rasulullah (sallallahu 
alayhi wasallam). Thus, a perpetual tirade of venom, insult, abuse and 
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vindication permeate the books of the Shiah religion. This mass of 
vituperation is directed against the first three Khulafa-e-Rashideen, 
Hadhrat Abu Bakr, Hadhrat Umar and Hadhrat Uthman (Radiailahu 
Anhum) in particular and against all Sahabah in general. As mentioned 
earlier, the Shi i religion propagates that all the Sahabah of Rasuiullah 
(sailaUahu a layhi wasallara), excepting three, became munads 
(Nauthubillah!) after the demise of Nabi-e-Karecm (sallallahu alavhi 
waallam). Hence, villification of the Sahabah is regarded as an 
honourable and meritorious act in Shi'ism. 

But, according to Islam, love for the Sahabah is a fundamental re- 
quirement of Imaan. Vilification of the Sahabah is kufr. Those who 
deny the Imaan of the Khulafa-e-Rashideen and accuse them of kufr ir- 
udaad and nifaq, are themselves kuffar of the worst order. 

Unity with such Shi'i blasphemers - and Khomeini is one of them - is in- 
conceivable. The Able Sunnah and the Shiahs are trodding divergent and 
opposite paths. Kufr and Imaan cannot meet or compromise. 

Members of the Ahle Sunnah. i.e. the Ummah of Islam, should not be 
misled by the vociferous and overt pious and brotherly slogans which 
Kliomeim and the Shi'i clergy raise. Their calls and slogans of unity, 
brotherhood and Warn axe all fraudulent and hypocritical since these are 
oasea on the bniah Doctrine of holy hypocrisy known as Taqiyah. The 
purpose of those holy hypoctUical calls is to deceive Muslims - to ensnare 
Muslims - to secure the support of Muslims for the pernicious political 
motives of Khomeini. May Allah Ta'ala protect our Imaan
